Loxpon, March 16.—The Liberals are exult- 
ant, and the Unionists dejected over the un- 
expected large Liberal majority at Kenning- 
ton. A larger poll was cast than ever before. 
The result shows a Liberal gain of over 1,000 
in an electorate of 10,000, converting the pre- 
vious Unionists’ majority of 400 into a Liberal 
majority of 600. London was a Torf strong- 
hold at the last election, and Kennington 
shows its conversion to home rule. The vie- 
tory is due to Piggottism and 
Radical views on social questions. 
The Liberal candidate was 
to favor taxation of ground rents, shorter 
hours of labor and to oppose sweating. He 
said, afterthe election, that in his opinion 
no Liberal success is possible in London un- 
less a strong line of social questions are 
tacked on to home rule.

A Gentleman Whe Was Charged With f- 
legal Veet in Indianapolis. 

W. W. Nall, United States Marsbal Emer- 
son’s chief clerk and deputy, returned this 
morning from Indianapolis, where he had 
taken a prisoner, Ira Thompson, who is 
charged with voting illegally. Thompson had 
lived nearly all his lifé in Morgan County, 
Ind., buta few weeks before the election he 
moved to Chicago. He packed ali his house- 


hold goods and bade his yy vey tell- 
ing them that he was going to Chicago to re- 
main permanently. He did go _ there, 
but just before the election he quar- 
reled with his wife and left her. 
He returned to Morgan County on November 
4, and on election day tried to vote at his old 
precinct. His vote was refused on the ground 
that he had surrendered his citizenship in 
Indiana, but he went to another precinct and 
succeeded in casting hie vote. A few days 
after the election he heard that the officers 
were after him and be left the State. He was 
indicted by tne Grand- jury and the indictment 
was held for information as to his wbere- 
abouts. Last Monday Marshal Emerson re- 
ceived the papers from Indianapulis and in- 
formation that he was in Perry County. 
Monday 1 Devuty Marshal MoCune 
went to erry County and ne found 
Thompson, three miles south of Caseyville, 
making a living as an itinerant clock repairer. 
He was taken into custody, and Thursday 
morning Deputy McCune arrived in 8t. Louis 
with him and ur night Deputy Nail 
started with him for Indianapolis, landing 
him there about noon yesterday.

Wasnmorox, D. O., March 16,—The office 
seekers from different parts of the country 
who crowd the hotel lobbies arg a queer set. 
The Western men are biuff, hearty, full- 
bearded fellows as a rule, and those who come 
from beyond the Mississippi wear high-topped 
boots and slouch hats. The Southerner is al- 
most invariably attired in black broadcloth, 
with the vest cut low and i fastened 
with one button at the bottom, show- 
ing the whole of his pleated 
short front. The Eastern man conforms more 
to the prevailing mode in the matter of dress 
and in this regard is easily distinguished 
from his Western and Southern brethren. The 
Illinois men are doing the loudest grumbling, 
They worked hard to remove the State from 
the doubtful column and what, they scorn- 
fully ask, what isthe result? One second- 
rate foreign mission, and that, too, to a man 
of whom the workers never heard. They 
pushed Clark Carr for the office of 
First Assistant Postmaster-General and it 
was given to Wm. Clarkson of Iowa. 


They are united on J. 8. Martin for Pension 
Commissioner and are told a New Yorker will 
probabiy secure it.

THE NEW YORK CONTINGENT.

They have fared very well 
thus far and they expectto fare much better 
in the future. It is not believed that any ap- 
pointments will be made in the New York City 
offices for several weeks. Buffalo will present 
a candidate for the Mission to Hayti in the per- 
son of Aibert M.Thomas, Jr., a colored lawyer 
who is ambitious of 9 his country abroad 
as well as a gore of candidates for consul- 
sbips in Canada and elsewhere. There is one 
office, a 4, 000 one, too, that ts going begging. 
This is the office of Sub-Treasurer at 8 
Francisco. The men who could have it don’t 
waat it, and those who want it can’t give 
the bond of $600,000, which the law pre- 
scribes.

Although Porterand Har- 
rison were formerly partners in the practice 
of law, they were noton speaking terms for 
several years. 

The feud grew out of political rivairy, and 
some three or four years ago Gov. Porter 
made a speech at Tomlinson Hall in 
Indianapolis, in which he denounced 
Harrison in the severest possible 
terms, and called Mr. New all sorts 
of bad names. The same evening Porter and 
Harrison met on the street in Indianapolis 
and it is said that the feeling was so bitter 
that there would have been a personal en- 
counter had not friends interfered. The two 


men did not speak or recognize each other in 


any way from that time until after Harrison’s 
nominat to the Presidency. Porter wasa 
delegate to the Chicago Convention, but he 
was not aumitted tothe confidence of Har- 
rison’s friends, and while Mr. New was 
spending his money and exhausting every 
physical and mental effort to secure Harri- 
son’s election, Gov. Porter was sitting idly by 
in a corridor of the hotel, chatting with old 
friends and taking ‘very little interest in the 
canvass. After Harrison’s nomination when 
the State convention was held, it was ey 
necessary to put Porter at the head of the 
State ticket in order to insure Republican vic- 
tory, but he declined to be a candidate. Then 
Gen. Harrison on the advice of Mr. New 
and others of his supporters called upon Gov. 
Porter and asked him as a personal favor to 
accept the gubernatorial nomination. This 
was the first time the two men h met since 
the encounter on the street afterthe Tomlin- 
son Hall meeting. Porter went into the cam- 

aign, made speeches and did good work, but 
Re was not in Harrison’s confidence, nor did 
the latter have any communication with him. 
On the contrary New acted as the eyes and ears 
of Harrison, running back and forth to New 
York for him, devoting bis time to his service 
and giving him the use of his paper, the 
Journal, and making a! cash contribution 
to pay the expenses of the camp Im- 
mediately after the inauguration President 
Harrison took pains to tinguish bis old 
enemy above all other Indiana men * ton · 
dering him the mission to Rome, and leaves 
Mr. New entirely in the darkness.

MISSOURI LEGISLATURE. 


Reports of Senator Castleman’s Resignation 
to Be Investigated. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March .16.—Senator 
McGinniss will on Monday introduce a resolu» 
tion calling for a committee to inquire whether 
or not Senator Castleman has tendered his 
resignation and that it is withheld by the per- 
son so holding the same as itis rumored. The 
Senator manifests some feeling inthe matter. 
He does not know how correct the rumors are 


but says his duties during the remainder of 
the session are arduous, that St. Louis is en- 
titled to another Senator and that if Senator 
Castieman’s health will not permit of his re- 
turn to the Senate he should certainiy resign 
and permit a successor to be elected. 

„But, said he, what annoys me most 
concerning this matter isthe constant rumor 
that some one about the Capitol has the resig- 
nation in his hands subject, however, to the 
judgment and discretion of the party as to the 
propriety of presenting it to the Senate. I 
want to know the facts and put this rumor to 
rest.’’ 


Senator Sheldon’s intimidation bill, which 
has ssed the Senate, was reported back to 
the House to-day from the Committee on 
Labor, with four amendments, either one of 
which, if adopted, would have shorn the bill 
of its purpose. The amendments were all 
voted down. The bill makes it a misdemeanor 
for any one, by threats, intimidation 
or otherwise, to prevent any laborer 
from accepting employment of a corpo- 
ration, company or individual. It is 
designed to prevent striking laborers or la- 
bor organizations from interfering to prevent 
persons from accepting employment to fill 
the places of strikers during a strike. Demp- 
sey denounced the bill as iniquitous and un- 
holy, in the interest of corporations and to 
the detriment of honest labor.

THE ELEVATED RAILROAD 


ITS CONSIDERATION POSTPONED IN THE 
COUNCIL LAST NIGHT. 


The Klectric Elevated Bill Passed—Two New 
Clerks in Recorder Hobbs’ Office—Chang.- 
ing the Voting Precincts—House of Dele- 
gates Committees Clearing Up Their 
Boxes—Municipal Matters. 


HE City Council last 
night passed one elevated 
railroad bill and took 
hold of the other in a 
fashion which indicates 
that they intend doing 
something with it. 

The bill passed was the 
one granting a franchise 
to the Electric Elevated 
Railroad Co. and author- 
izing it to run an elevated 
road along Seventh street 
and Broadway from Ar- 

senal street on the south to Grand avenue on 
the north, the road to run on Seventh street 
from the southern terminus until it reaches the 
intersection of Seventh street and Broadway, 
where it will turn along Broadway and go on 
that street to the end of the line. 

The rapid transit railway bill was discussed 
for some time and then laid over pending an 
opinion from City Counsellor Bell on the sur- 
face track portion of the ordinance and to 
find out whether the road being incorporated 
as a regular steam railroad would come under 
the State law compelling them to carry the 
cars of other companies over their linee, and 
otherwise compelling them to comply with 
the general State railroad law. 

A number of amendments were made in the 
second section, but after discussing the va- 


rious sections the matter was again laid over 
without any progress having been made. 

City Counsellor Bell said this morning, ‘‘I 
think what they want to do is to insert a 
clause which will prevent the possibility of 
the road being used fora common carrier for 
connecting roads, but I think that is a metter 
which can be easily avoided and obviated.’’ 


The Marriage Records. 


The bill providing for the employment of 
two female clerks in the office of the Recorder 
of Deeds to make up the female marriage 
index went to engrossment in the Council 


last night. 

This bill has become a necessity owing to 
the confused state of the records of marriages, 
which has given a great deal of trouble 
especially on pension matters. Previous to 
1870 only a direct record of the 
marriage licenses was kept, that is the name 
of the man was put down frst on the index 
and then the name of the woman he married. 
This has caused much confusion, in as much 
that it is almost impossibie to find the record 
of a woman’s marriage unless the name of 
husband is known. Itis for the purpose of 
arranging the index that an appropriation of 
$1,000 is to be made. The records from the be- 
ginning of the war up to 1870 will be gone over 
and an index made up, giving first the name 
of the woman and then that of the man she 
married. This will do away with muen of the 
difficulties incident to certification for pen- 
sions. 


The Precinct Changes. 


The Committee on Election and Registration 
reported favorably on the bill changing some 
of the precincts in the city. If this bill goes 
through, which it probably will do, it will be 
an important matter to the voters in fifteen of

THE MEHL FUNERAL. 


Rev. Father Goller Makes Some Statements 
in Connection With It. 


Considerable comment being occasioned by 
the article in last evening’s PosT-DIsPATCH 
headed, ‘‘In Consecrated Ground,’’ and bear- 
ing on the interruption of the burial of the 
late John Mehl at the St. Peter and St. Paul's 
Cemetery, a reporter this morning visited 
Father Goller, rector of the church, and in- 
vited him to make a statement in regard 
to the stand taken by the sexton in 
the matter. This he declined to do 


otherwise than to say that the rules and regu- 
lations ofthe St. Peter and St. Paul's Ceme- 
tery expresely forbade the wearing of regalia 
or the carrying of banners in the cemetery by 
any lodge orsecret society, or the reading of 
any ritual or burial service at the grave other 
than that provided and sanctioned by the 
Catholic Church. As stated in last evening’s 
issue Itaska Lodge of Magpns, of 
which the deceased was an hondred mem- 
ber in good standing, attended the 
uneralinabody, and entered the cemetery 
wearing their regalia and carrying the various 
insignia of their order. They proceeded with- 
out interference until the grave was reached. 
Jacob Lambert then stepped forward to read 
the prescribed ritual, but was interrupted b 
the sexton, who showed his star and order 
bim to cease. Grand Master John C. Pohlman 
then ordered Mr. Lambertto proceed, which 
he did. Father Goller upheld the sexton in 
this action and condemned Mr. Pohiman and 
Mr. Lambert, ascribing their action, however, 
to ignorance, and not to any desire to infringe 
upon the regulations of the ceme „ The 
undertaker he scathingly condemns, insisti 
that that functionary should have inform 
those in charge of the lodge in regard to the 
propriety of their action. Father Goller 
denied having sent any special order 
to the sexton delegating h to refuse 
the cortege admissionto the cemetery, but 
said the sexton had general orders to that ef- 
tect from Archbishop Kenrick of this diocese. 
He also denied that Mr. Mehl was interred in 
consecrated und, and stated that it was not 
at all probable that any action would be n 
by — church relative to the removal ofthe 
remains.

CITY ELECTION QUESTIONS. 

The: election of a Mayor and Municipal 
Assembly in April will practically deter- 
mine the course of municipal legislation 
and government for two years to come, 
and possibly for four. It will decide 
whether St. Louis shall bound forward ir 
the race of progress with the intelligence 


and progressive spirit of her people at the 


helm, or be lanchored in the mud and 
given up to a combine of gas men, sur- 
face track boodlers, bobtail car owners 
and other politicians of the wharf rat 
genus. é 

While influences of this sort are at 
work behind the scenes honest voters are 
thinking only of their personal favorites 
for the several offices and getting up slate 
combinations to help these favorites. But 
while honest voters are trusting their fa- 
vorites to uphold the public interests, 
private interests and schemers are 
getting in their work on this slate-mak- 
ing, and as usual we are threatened with 
party tickets nominated upon no pertinent 
municipal issue, and made up largely of 
men so free from public pledges that, for 
all the public knows, they may be com- 
pletely bound up with private engage- 
ments. . 

It would be a great point gained for the 
public welfare if both parties would for 
once turn over a new leaf and plant their 
candidates on explicit platforms touching 
the solution of the gas question, the rapid 
transit question and the further erection 
of steam railroad track barriers across 
our streets between the northern and 
southern sections of the city. There is a 
great deal of uneasiness on this account 


in the southern section, and it 
acts like a blight upon property 
there. Our people have been bled and 


over-reached so longijby the dealings of 
city authorities with gas companies that 
there is good ground for mistrust of any 
further concealment with reference to the 
solution of the light problem. That our 
surface track street railways wield a vigi- 
lant and powerful influence against the 
introduction of any competing improve- 
ments superior to their slow coaches is 
another important fact bearing on this 
election. 

Surely it is as little as the people can 
ask that both parties and their candidates 
shall come out squarely and unequivocal- 
ly on such matters as these. In voting 
for Mayor or Municipal Assemblymen 
every citizen should know whether he is 
voting for or against the lighting monbp- 
oly, and for or against the progress and 
expansion that would follow the rapid 
transit improvements which foreign capi- 
tal is awaiting our own consent to give us. 


SECTIONAL ELECTION REFORM. 

It is very easy for people to deceive 
themselves in interpreting President Har- 
RISON’S seeming assurance that he would 
not favor special legislation for the South 
and would approve only general laws ap- 
plicable alike to all sections. Some of the 
worst sectional and special legislation 
the Republicans have enacted has taken 
the shape of general laws as applicable to 
one State as another, while intended to 
affect Southern States only and to be in 
reality operative nowhere else. 

It is as easy for Congress to frame a gen- 
eral law that will strike at thesocial or po- 
litical conditions{peculiar to a single State 
or group of States as it is for a Missouri Leg- 
slature to attack the liquor traffic in St. 
Louis with special legislation in the form 
ofa generalijlaw for cities of the first 
class.’’ 

But it is not probable that the Republic- 
ans will at any time during HarrRIson’s 
administration havea party majority in 
Congress large enough or crazy enough 
to enact an election law plainly designed 
to affect elections in the South only, and 
to correct alleged wrongs in elections 
there while applying no corrective to 
bribery or intimidation notoriously prac- 
ticed in Northern elections. When Con- 
gress begins to reform elections for mem- 
bers of Congress and presidential electors 
by Federal law, and to place them under 
the control of Federal officers, there are 
Democrats enough to sed that the work is 
thoroughly donejwith reference to wrongs 
that arerifein all large cities as well 
as with reference to wrongs peculiar to 
wilderand less populous districts. 

After framing an election reform law 
promising results that must commend 
themselves to good citizens of all parties 
and sections, Congress will hardly dare to 
disfigure it with SHERMAN’s provision for 
putting elections for Congressmen under 
the control of officers appointed by and 
subject to the control of the President and 
Senate. The people are daily growing 
more and more jealous of the power 
already wielded by our peculiarly consti- 
tuted Senate. They will regard with in- 
dignant suspicion any attempt to give the 
Senate substantial control over the elec- 
tions and returns of the people’s represent- 
atives in the House, and it is hardly 
conceivable that the latter body will con- 
sent to any change making it more subor- 
dinate to the Senate and the Executive.

Tue Republicans in the Arkansas 
Senate voted in a solid body against a new 


precinct by a Board of Commissioners in 
each county chosen by the Governor, 
Auditor and Secretary of State, and this 
feature was the alleged ground of Repub- 
lican opposition to it. But whatever 
minor defects it contained, it provided 
severe punishment for election frauds 
andaterm of fifteen years in the peni- 
tentiary for ballot-box stealing, and was 
a great improvement on the present elec- 
tion laws of the State. While the Demo- 
crats of Indiana, Arkansas and other 
States are going in for the Australian 
system and other strong measures of 
electoral reform, we observe hat the 
chief obstruction to the movement comes 
from Republicans who have defeated it in 
Maine and are fighting it in Pennsylvania 
and other Republican States. 


IN response to the request of the Board 
of Revision for information concerning 
false registration at the last election 
United States District Attorney BasHaw 
is reported to have said: ‘It would not be 
‘‘proper for me to make public any m- 
„formation of the character mentioned 
before the arrest of the parties guilty of 
‘‘fraudulent registration, if I possessed 
‘tench information.“ The attention of 
ToMMY TRADDLES KNarr is called to this 
statement of his chief, and the attention 
of his ohief is called to the conduct of 
TomMy TRADDLES with respect to the in- 
formation referred to. Is Mr. Knapp be- 
low the rules of honor and duty imposed 
upon his chief? Oris it less culpable to 
give such information to a newspaper 
than to a board legally organized to pre- 
vent fraud? 


Tur story that Tascorr, the murderer 
of Millionaire SNELL of Chicago, has just 
been captured should suggest fo Repub- 
lican organsthe propfiety of giving the 
Arkansas authorities a fair chance to 
catch the murderer of Jon M. CLayTon. 
Millions of money and immense rewards 
and a metropolitan police force have been 
back of the pursuit of Tascorr, whose de- 
scription was known and yet, after 
months of search, the first credible rumor 
of his capture is received. It is possible 
that CLAYTON’s unknown murderer may 
never be caught as has been the case in 
many similar instances, and yet the State 
of Arkansas may be in nowise to blame 
for the failure.

The Fall River Strike. 


From the New York WORLD. 

But tn 1884 wages in the Fall River Mills were 
cut down. The excuse given was that the 
Free-Trade Democracy menaced American 
industries by professing to give some of them 
untaxed raw materials and to reduce the 
duties on others to within some 20 per centjof 
the rate prevailing atthe beginning ofthe war. 
Now that the war duties are secure for four 
years more, it is natural that the operatives 
should ask for theirshare of the protection. 
The stocks of the Fall River Mills are ata 
premium of from 22 to 150 per cent. They are 
paying dividends of from 10 to 22% per cent. 
Meanwhile the wages of the operatives are 
but little more for sixty hours per week than 
the English wages are for fifty-six hours, 
though ‘‘each American operative,’’ accord- 
ing to Secretary Biaine’s report in 1881, 
works up as much raw material as two Brit- 
ish operatives.“ Why should not the tariff 
barons live up to their doctrine and give labor 
a benefit? 


Mr. Blaine Is Resentfal.

The sudden and summary removal of Mr. 
Perry Belmont, our Minister to Spain, from 
the position which he has held only three or 
four months, emphasizes the personal pique 
of Mr. Blaine toward the member of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs who probed his 
Chilian-Peruvian diplomacy in the year 1881 
to the extent of torture.

The dividends paid last yearbythe Fall 
River corporations were as follows: Amer- 
ican, 24% per cent; Border City, II; Fall River, 
12; Flint, 10; Granite, 22; Sagamore, 18; Bourne, 
16; Seaconnet, 144%; Wampanoag, 11%; Troy, 
20; Union, 30. : 

The operatives earn from $4 to $9 a week and 
have demanded an advance of wages, which, 
if granted, would increase the aggregate 
amount paid to them during the next year by 
the sum ot $162,000. This would not reduce 
the divideaods an average of one-haif of 1 per 
cent, but, small as the reduction would be, the 
protected stockholders think it too much and 
have decided to risk a strike rather than pay 
it.

It embraces two city blocks 
of ground, situated on the north side of Lafay- 
ette avenue, between Theresa and Grand, with 
a frontage of 600 feet on the former and 680 feet 
on the latter avenue.

At the southeast 
corner of Twenty-first and Morgan a lot of 130 
x144 feet, also owned by Eugene Kelly, was 
gold by Green & Lamotte at $80 a foot to J. E.

“THE STUDY OF HISTORY.” 


Prof. George E. Seymour Before the 5o- 
clety of Pedagogy This Morning. 

The Society of Pedagogy has had a series of 
unusually interesting meetings this year. At 
the tirst session Miss Fruchte read a paper on 
„The Poets as Moral Teachers. Since then 
addresses have been given by Mr. James H. 
Dillard of Mary Institute and Messrs. Werner 
A. Stille and David H. Harris of the High 
School. To-day Prot. George E. Seymour of 


the Central High Schoo) read an able paper on 
The 1 History, at the room of the 
society, in Polytechnic Building, in the pres- 
ence of a large and attentive audience. 
Prot. Seymour said: ‘‘History is here re- 
garded as teaching lessons in morals as well 
as those of a social and political character. 
One of the general lessons it teaches is that 
when we have long been led away by our im- 
pulses, instead of following our convictions 
t revolutions become necessary to assert 
he supremacy of right over force, the su- 
premacy of intelligence over prejudice, the 
supremacy of the = over the usurpations 
of authority; to the herald of new ideas 
and new rights by a new interpretation of old 
facts and the exposure of the fallacies in- 
volved in old theories. 

The subject may be treated under the heads: 
The study of history cultivates memory. 
strengthens the — powers. It culti- 
vates theimagination. It matures the judg- 
ment. Itextends the horison of our mental 
vision. It cultivates the habit of comprehen- 
sive generalization. It cultivates habits of 
clear, concise, vigorous and polished ex- 
pression. It inspires a love for knowledge by 
contact with the great thoughts of the — 
mon ot all ages. It confirms our confidence 
in the value of right conduct by the stead 
advance of nations along those lines whic 
lead from barbarism to civilization. It gives 
us deeper insight into the motives which un- 
deriie human conduct. 

Legend and myth are now replaced by fact 
and sound theory; drum and trumpet history 
is nowa thing of the past; great men count 
for lessandthe people formuch more than 
formerly; the — of nations lies in the 
prosperity of the whole people, and not in the 
exploits of rulers; history is now studied that 
e may become intelligent, and not so much 
that we may seem intelligent; we now in- 
terpret the facts of history, and are no longer 
satisfied to merely memorize them; we now 
emphasize those events which stimulate 
national growth, and those which mark 
national decay; the great epochs of history 
constitute an orderof sequence which must 
— — if we would understand history 
aright. 

Great historians are often misleading, be- 
cause they write in the spirit ot an advocate, 
forgetting that their function is that of judge. 
Hume, Macaulay, Froude are open to serious 
objection on this ground; the general trend of 
human progress is in the direction of individ- 
ene and the recognition of individual 
r te. 

he Reformation should be studied, not asa 
religious movement alone, but as an effort to 
emancipate buman thought, and should be re- 
1 as continuing from the time of Arius 
own tothe present time. The intellectual 
fecundity of the last two centuries is largely

Mr. Duross Made a motion that the next 
meeting of the Council be held on Monday.

The Elevator Inspector bill was reported 
with amendments and laid over for two meet- 
ings. 

The Committee on Elections and Registra- 
tion reported fayorably on the precinct 
changes. 

The bill known as Council bill No. 74 was 
taken up. This isthe Rapid Transit Rallway 
bill. After some discussion it was decided to 
refer some points to City Counsellor Beil and 
then take the matter up again on Monday.

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WHY SENATOR HAZELL FOUGHT THE NOM: 
INATION OF BEN F. HAMMETT. 


The Reason Why Hammett’s Appointment 
as Police Commissioner to Succeed Julius 
8. Walsh Was Not Confirmed by the Sen- 
ate—Senator MoGinniss’ Resolution Re 
questing That the Name Be Withdrawn. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., March 16.—Senator 
Hazell of Moniteau County is firm in the belief 
that the divinity which doth hedge a king does 
not appertain tothe great Governor of the 
great State of Missouri, Inthe Senate yester- 
day afternoon, the Senator, who is one of the 
strongest Democrats on the floor, and who is 
prominently mentioned as a probable candi- 
date for the nomination for Congress against 
‘*Silver’’ Dick Bland, locked horns with the 
Oniet Exeoutive ofthe State with the result 
that the Senate left suspended in mid- 
air the nomination of B. F. Ham- 
mett as Police Commissioner of St. Louis, 
which the Governor had sent in for confirma- 
tion. The session of the Senate was held with 
closed doors, and for a Senator to divulge the 
proceedings would be a violation of his oath 
of office. When an appointment has been 
acted upon favorably ithas been the* custom 
to give the information to the public through 
the Governor’s private secretary immediately 
after the executive session is dissolved. At 4 
o’clock yesterday Gov. Francis sent a message 
to the Senate by the colored messenger boy 
who acts as Mr. Fanning’s assistant. Lieut. 
Gov, Ciaycomb announced to the Senate 
that an executive session would pe necessary 
for its considération, and in a few minutes the 
galleries were cleared and the Senate Cham- 
ber closed with the vigilant doorkeeper posted 
on the outside. For three hours the Senators 
wrestied with Mr. B. F. Hammett’s character, 
and debated the question of his fitness for the 
office for which he had been nominated. The 
unusual length of the session and the refusal 


of the Governor to give out any information 
on the subject at its close gave rise to the re- 
port that 
MR. HAMMETT’S NOMINATION 
had been refused confirmation. It wasa dit. 
ficult matter to learn anything from a reliable 
source last night, but this morning the Posr- 
DISPATCH correspondent ascertained just what 
ocourred, and is able to give the first account 
ofthe proceedings. It seems that Senator 
Hazell, who is an attorney-at-law by profes- 
sion, led the fight against Hammett. It is re- 
rted that in a bitter speech he reviewed at 
ength what he characterized as the question- 
able business methods of Mr. Hammett, and 
denounced bim as unfit to — a position 
of such importance and responsibility as that 
of Police Commissioner of the City of 
St. Louls. The Senator, in support of 
these grave charges, is reported as having re- 
lated an instance of Mr. Hammett’s alleged 
peculiar real estate transactions which oc- 
curred in Moniteau County of this State, in 
1881, when the Senator was acting as attorney 
for a man who was seeking to recover by pro-
